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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the hasis for all 
ohviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not ke obtained tkougk tke invention is not identically disclosed or described as set fortk in 
section 102 of tkis title, if tke differences between tke sukject matter sougkt to be patented and tke prior art are 
suck tkat tke subject matter as a wkole would kave been obvious at tke time tke invention was made to a person 
kaving ordinary skill in tke art to wkick said sukject matter pertains. Patentakikty skall not ke ne gatived by tke 
manner in wkick tke invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-4 and 53-55 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as heing unpatentable over 
Pittman in view of applicants admitted prior art. 

The device as claimed is substantially disclosed by Pittman with a scribe device 26 that IS 
biased 28 into contact with the workpiece, but lacks the device being insertable into a standard 
collet. Applicant has admitted that collets are standard attaching means for engraving tools. 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time tke invention 
was made to replace the connecting means for Pittman with a configuration to be placed in a 
standard collet so the scribing mechanism of Pitman can be quickly placed in an existing 
engraving tool with a standard collet. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 5-8 and 56-60 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

4. Claims 9-52 are allowed.
